I I felt that the ACO was adequately filling a 
basic DDP requirement for selected case officers, and that the 
procedure of inviting desk officers to speak as well as ICD 
staff members added the necessary elements of currency and 
realism to the course. He again strongly urged the desirability 
of setting up joint ICD-SIC sponsored seminars on selected prob- 
lems of international Communism, a suggestion which SIC will 
explore further with those DDP desks with whioh we currently 
have a close working relationship.
